Atlantic monoplane, Columbia, 
down on Tempelhofer air field at 
5:51 o'clock this afternoon, com- 
pleting their interrupted flight 
from Roosevelt Field, Long 
Island. 


Brandenburg province, 70 miles 
southeast of the capital, begin- 
ning the short hop at 4:15 p. m. 

It was at Klinge, a little vil- 
lage near Kottbus, that the Co- 
lumbia came to rest in a marshy 
field yesterday while the flyers 
were attempting to reach Berlin 
from Ejisleben, where their trans- 
oceanic flight from New York was 
first broken. 

The Columbia was first sighted 
from the field shortly before 6:30 
p. m. and there arose a great roar 
of welcome from the assembled 
thousands. As Chamberlin circled 
the field, the American flag was 
run up the main flagstaff of the 
aircrome. 

After having made his first 
appearance, the pilot swung over 
Berlin proper in order to give the 
population that had awaited him 
so eagerly all day yesterday and 
today, a chance to catch a glimpse 
of the plane that had conquered 
the Atlantic. Then he headed

When morning came over 
the ocean I awoke in a temperature 
of about 20 degrees and felt chilly, 
and asked Chamberlin for some 
coffee. He passed me his glass and 
it fixeld me up. Chamberlin ate 
only one sandwich and drank some 
coffee, 

“We took turns at the stick and 
often dozed while over the Atlan- 
tio. I passed, some time : 2ading 
Saturday morning’s New York 
World, which I had brought with 
ne. 

“Our first real unpleasantness 
came over the North Atlantic. For 
12 hours we flew through snow and 
hail with the fear all the time that 
the weight of the mixture collect- 
ing on the plane would force us 
down. 

“Our next serious trouble was 
over Boulogne early yesterday 
morning. The clouds were so thick 
we hated to go on, but we were 
afraid to land there for fear of 
coming down on water. 

“We were out for distance and 
we made it. We were awfully sor- 
ry we couldn't make it to Berlin 
right off, but we hope the folks in 
Berlin realize we did our best. 


Wanted to Make Rome. 
“We didn’t decide on our final 
destination until off of Ireland. We 
checked up our gasoline and found 


we did not have enough to make 
Rome, as we had hoped, so we de- 
termined on Berlin,” 

Levine asked if the steamship 
Mauretania. which the Columbia 
circled Sunday afternoon, had sent 
news of the meeting. 

“As we circled the ship.” Levine 
continued, “I leaned out of the 
window and tapped the palm of 
one hand with the fingers of the 
other, trying to tell them to wire- 
less our position. Over the sea we 
flew at a height of between $300 
and’ 1700 feet.”

“Tt was fuel shortage that forced 
us down,” said Chamberlin, “and 
while the spot we picked to land 
looked good from the air, we soon 
found it was swampy and danger- 
ous ground.” 

One disclosure made by the avia- 
tors was that on several occasions 
they were compelled to throw over- 
board, into the ocean, full cans of 
fuel, in order to lighten the plane’s

FOR CHAMBERLIN 


Washington in Quandary 
Over Recognizing Feat 
With Lindbergh Recep- 
tions Still to Be Held.

WASHINGTON, June 7.-—The 
Administration is in something of 
a quandary about the honors due 
to Clarence D. Chamberlin for his 
record-breaking flight from New 
York to Germany. Coming as it 
did while the world still is cheer- 
ing Col. Charles Lndbergh of St. 
Louis, and with the Lindbergh re- 
ceptions still to be held the em- 
barrassment is obvious. 

While full credit is given to 
Chamberlin for a wonderful feat 
and while a flight carrying a pas- 
senger over a longer distance than 
“The Spirit of St. Louis” flew is 
hailed as a more direct demonstra- 
tion of the commercial possibilities 
of transatlantic flight, it has been 
decided nothing should interfere 
with the Lindbergh fetes. In fact 
it was said at the White House 
yesterday that so. far there had 
been no consideration of what 
should be done for the Columbia 
flyers. 

Coolidge Cables Congratulations. 

President Coolidge, who got bul- 
letins of the flight on the May- 
flower on his way back from the 
fleet review, sent a cablegram, 
through the State Department, 
congratulating Chamberlin, as soon 
as word- came he had landed at 
Liselben. 

Secretary of State Kellogg and 
Secretary of War Dwight Davis also 
sent congratulations. 

So far that is all the official no- 
tice that has been taken or that 


celebration is out of the way. 
Presumably Chamberlin wilb be 
awarded the Distinguished Flying 
Cross and most of the other decora- 
tions accorded to the other great 
flyer, but he hardly can duplicate 
the recption scheduled for Satur- 
day. Long before his réturn to 
America the President will be on 
vacation in the Black Hills of South 
Dakota.

Politics Commands Recognition. 
Lindbergh has been the idol of 
Minnesota, but Chamberlin is the 
idol of lowa and it is as necessary 
to keep Iowa, the most insurgent of 
the farm states, contented, which it 
would not be if its son were slight- 
ed as it was to avoid the possibility 
of the Scandinavians of Northwest 
deeming that the President had 
been deficient in his recognition of 
Lindbergh—which was part of the 
reason, at least, that Lindbergh 
was brought to Washington, al- 
though all arrangements had been 
made to have his welcome in New 
York whence he took wing. 
Moreover, there has been indi- 
cated some dissatisfaction among 
German-Americans that Lindbergh 
had confined his visits to the al- 
lied countries—France, Great Brit- 
ain and Belgium, although the 
Fatherland was as anxious to show 
its appreciation of the heroism of 
the solo flight across the Atlantic 
as were the other countries.

When the Columbia swooped to 
land, thousands at the airport 
cafe cleared the tables of cups and 
linen and then mounted them as 
vantage points to see the landing.

The band struck 
up American airs when Chamber-~ 
lin and Levine appeared. 


Ambassador Schurman walked 
out on the Janding field where he 
greeted the flyers and_ escorted 
them to the official reception 
stand where both were formally 
greeted. 

Plane Wreathed With Laurel. 

Huge laurel wreaths were placed 
on the plane’s propellor and the 
Americans were escorted to the 
reception hall of the airdrome 
while the Columbia gvas hauled in- 
to one of the Lufthansa hangars. 

As Chamberlin and Levine left 
the plane, the crowd impetuously 
attempted to break the police «®@r- 
don about it, but did not get far. 

At the conclusion of the wel- 
coming speeches at the plane, the 
crowds raised three deafening 
cheers for Chamberlin and Levine 
and then strove madly to get near 
the airmen. Chamberlin mounted 
the fuselage of the Columbia and 
acknowledged the tribute. 

Meanwhile the thousands in the 
outer sections of the crowd made 
a continuous determination, de- 
manding a chance fo see the air- 
men, and Chamberlin and Levine 
entered an open automobile and 
were driven around the field amid 
cheers. 

The reception platform prepared 
for the Americans was piled high 
with floral tributes. One of the 
largest of tlie wreaths was a token 
from the former German Navy 
flyers who are now pilots for the 
Lufthansa commercial air lines. 

After circling the field in the 
automobile, the Americans again 
were taken in tow by the reception 
committee, Ambassador Schurman 
escorting Chamberlin and Burgo- 
master Scholz taking Levine’s arm.

A running surface stretch for 
about 100 yards was constructed 
for the plane in the morass. From 
this surface Chamberlin made a 
remarkable take-off, seeming to 
rise into the air: almost as soon as 
the plane had gathered speed. 

One of the happiest features of 
the welcome was when an attend- 
ant stepped up to Chamberlin at 
the airdrome and said “You are 
wanted on the phone by Iowa.” A 
trans-Atlantic connection had been 
arranged for the flyer to talk with 
his mother in Denison, Ia., by way 
of a relay at London and it came 
through on scheduled time, the con- 
versation being transmitted flu- 
ently. ’ 

“Hello, mother dear,” was 
Chamberlin’s greeting. “Are you 
well enough to come to Europe? I 
should love to have you here. Our 
plans are not yet fixed, but we in- 
tend to remain in Germany about 
two weeks and may go to England 
later. I am feeling fine, mother.”

CORNERSTONE LAD FOR 
ST. LOUIS U. UN 


$600,000 Medical School 
of College. 


Adter a struggle of 25 years to 


quate medical buildings, St. Louis 
University celebrated the laying of 
the cornerstone of the new $600,- 
000 medical building at Grand 
boulevard and Caroline street yes- 
terday. 

Graduates of the school of medi- 
cine, who were among the 404 
graduates receiving degrees at 
commencement exercises in the 
college gymnasium, marched in a 
body to witness the ceremonies, 
marking a new period of progress 


them, 

The new building, five stories 
in height and of French gothic 
architecture, will be the nucleus 
of a $2,000,000 group. It will in- 
clude a school of dentristry, a 
school of nurses and a dospital. 

Dr. Charles H. Neilson, profes- 
sor of medicine at St. Louis Uni- 
versity, recalled the struggles of 
the university over a quarter of a 
centry ago against inadequate 
facilities. 

“I do not believe there is a 
medical school in the country,” he 
remarked, “in which so much has 
been accomplished under so great 
a difficulty. 

“In the last 25 years the average 
length of life has been increased 14 
years, so now the average is 53 
years. The medical schools of this 
country, with their trained teach- 
ers and their trained graduates. 
have conquered many diseases. 
Malaria, bubonic plague, yellow 
fever and small pox are almost 
thing of the past. Typhoid fever 
is under control. Diphtheria and 
meningitis are modified. The 
death rate of tuberculosis has de- 
creased 40 per cent. The percent- 
age of deaths at birth has been 
cut in two.” 

Among those taking part in the 
cornerstone laying were Arch- 
bishop Glennon; the Rev. Alphonse 
Schwitalla, regent of the schools 
of medicine and dentistry; Dr. 
Hanau Loeb, dean of the school 
of medicine; Dr. Don Joseph, vice- 
dean; Dr. James Harper, dean of 
the school of dentistry: the Rev. 
Thomas Knapp, dean of the aca- 
demic college; Eugene Mudd of 


the board of advisers of the uni- 
versity, and Mother Concordia, su- 
perior of the university hospital. 

The medical building will bg 
completed next fall. A _ portrait 
of the late Rev. John C. Burke, 
first regent of the médical school, 
presented by the medical faculty, 
will hang in the lobby of the new 
building. 


The Rev. Charles H. Cloud, 
president of the university, in his 
annual report read at commence- 
ment exercises, pointed out bene- 


factions to the university during 
the year totaled $1,710,000, includ- 
ing $1,000,000 left the school of 
commerce and finance by Martin 
Shaughnessy.

There comes to mind a 
Minnesota Congressman who, until he died 
in 1924. believed in just about everything 
which the Key Men of America regard as 
vicious, dangerous, desperate and, to use 
one of the favorite adjectives in their pres- 
ent brochure, “insidious.” He was a red 
hot radical. He came from a district where 
the “foreign+«element” predominates. He 
believed in the socialization of many of the 
chief instruments of wealth. He fought 
the vested rights of property at every turn. 
It was he who introduced the resolution 
which forced the famous investigation of 
the money trust. It was he who tried to 
bar bankers from the Currency Gommittee 
of the House. It was he who attacked the 
“speculative operations” of Wall street and 
predicted that “disaster awaits the people 
who depend on the system of investment 
of their capital for their living.” He had 
his own ideas, and he did not hesitate to 
speak them. He tried to impeach the Fed- 
eral Reserve. He introduced a resolution 
(1916) calling on the President to intervene 
in the “inhuman and senseless war now 
raging.” He had so little awe for tradition 
that he tried to amend seven paragraphs 
of the Constitution simultaneously. He left 
the Republicans for the dread Farmer-Lab- 
orites, ran on that ticket in 1923 for Gov- 
ernor of Minnesota, and when last heard of 
in the New York papers before his death 


“he was “being attacked on his war record.”

ONVICTION recently of Leonard G. 

Hussar before the United States Court 
for China and Shanghai was a distressing 
episode along the trail of failures among 
official representatives in foreign lands. 
Hussar was charged with taking part in 
opium smuggling, gun running and in sell- 
ing documentary evidence against persons 
charged with the commission of crimes. The 
offenses of which he was adjudged guilty 
were committed while he was United States 
Attorney for the China branch of the Fed- 
eral Court. This {is a case that shames 
Americans. It is particularly painful to 
those Americans in China who have labored 
and are still laboring hard to build upon 
American prestige. The Chinese have been 
provoked into saying that such crimes are 
beneath them and that a nation which is 
afflicted with such corrupt agents as Hus- 
sar proved to be is not entitled to maintain 
court jurisdiction in China.

Take, for example, a convales- 
cent fracture with stiffness at the 
wrist joint. To give the best re- 
sults such a case shotuld be taken 
to the clinic without undue delay. 
With heat and massage the physi- | 
cian quickly removes the pain, | 
swelling and spasm. The heat is| 
given in the form of what is called 
“diathermy,” or deep radiant light. 
This is followed by gentle stroking 
and deep drainage massage about 
the site of the fracture. After this 
comes passive flexion of the fin- 
gers to their maximum extent, and 
passive extension and movements 
in all directions. 

These exercises must be passive | 
at first, since the patient himself | 
will not move his fingers over) 
their full range. The object of the 
flexions is to break up the adhe- 
sions which have formed abofitt the 
joint in spite of all the surgeon 
could do to prevent them. 

When the fracture is pywperly 
united the hand and wrist must be 
re-educated, beginning with simple 
movements. The patient is given 
an ordinary one-pound indian club 
and instructed in progressively in- 
tricate exercises. He is thus in- 
duced to exercise actively the in- 
trinsic muscles of the fingers as 
well as the larger muscle groups of 
the forearms. As he becomes in- 
terested in the particular move- 
ments involved he becomes less 
conscious of.his injuries and there- 
fore more co-operative. This 
method, therefore, decreases the 
period of convalescence. In cases 
where active exercise cannot be 
given, the muscles are exercised 
passively by means of stimulating 
electric currents. 

For arthritis, that most painful 
and intractable of conditions, the 
physiotherapist uses heat, radiant 
light and the whirlpool baths, fol- 
lowed by massage, active and pas- 
sive movement, galvanism and ion- 
ization. The wasted muscles are 
restored with electricity and the 
resistive power is stimulated by 
five to ten minutes in the electric 
lighted cabine:, followed by the 
needle bath and Scotch douche and 
sometimes by ultra-violet radiation. 

You can see from what I have 
said how important it is that treat- 
ments of this kind must be under 
the direction of ene who under- | 
stands his business.
